move to Gettysburg either 
from 
the 
country or ftont -Aher towns. 
Ju st how* eager new 
residents are 
to secure homes, and how -mick citi­ 
zens are to avail 
themselves of *he 
opportunity to get 
I ffie r houses, is 
shown by the 
experiences 
of 
local 
owners. One man who is now building 
several houses had one of them rented 
before ground was broken anti six ap ­ 
plicants for another before the foun­ 
dation was completed. 
Another prop­ 
erty man inserted 
an advertisement 
in The Times thi* week 
for a renter

Living in flats i.s 
being adopted by 
many as the only 
apparent 
remedy 
and persons having suites of three or 
four rooms find no difficulty

apartments, 
rents

better re­ 
turn to owners. 
And here, think the real estate men. 
is where the real cause for tne house 
famine arose. 
The 
rents in Gettys­ 
burg, they declare, arc not sufficient 
on houses of the better class to bring 
a satisfactory return. Houses renting 
at from $5 to $8 or $10 a month may 
bring in a reasonable revenue but the 
higher priced houses do 
not yield a 
percentage to make 
building an a t­ 
tractive 
investment. 
The 
increased 
cost of building makes the erection of 
cheap houses a difficult task and there, 
it is sai-1, is one of the chief explana­ 
tions for the shortage.
